Mrs. Nunns .'added to 
the discus- 


sion of the case yesterday when re- 
ferring to a letter from Rev. H. N. 
Prlnglo published in a morning news- 
paper, she gave out a statement in 
the course of which she said: 


"Mrs. Nunns asks Prlngle if he 


knows that the Appledore was con- 
ducted by a company consisting of 
'Mr. Nunns, herself and 
one other, 


and that she, herself, knows more 
about the affairs nt Appledore 'than 
Mr. Nunus, as he spent the most' of 
his time at the Falmouth. She also 


asks Mr. Prlngle if ho 1ms any .busi- 
ness of his own, i£ so, to please at- 
tend tu it. ' Hasn't he persecuted Mr. 
NiiniiB quite enough? 


"She also wishes to state that Mr. 


Nunns, -personally, is not asking for 
a pardon, nor is he asking favors of 
York county. He is willing to suffer, 
as he says, it may benefit someone 
else. 


"There are one thousand hotel men 


in this dear old state, and each one 
controls from twenty-five to one hun- 
dred fifty or more votes. They have 
all assured me what they'll do in re- 
gard to the'next election.

state again if there is a pardon being 
gotten np for Mr. Nnans he 
knows

"The letters of assurance from our

Ministers of 
the Gospel 'nave written us that they 
consider it an outrage."

no one named W. P. Ferguson has 
ever bought liquors at the Falmouth, 
in fact during the period, referred to 
by Mr. .Pringle, 
only 
one 
person 


named Ferguson was registered 
at 


the hotel, this being J. H. Ferguson 
of Boston and the books of. the hotel 
show that his amounted to $2, which 
was for room rent alone and did not 
include meals or refreshments. 


Mrs. Nunns also absolutely denies 


the statement that hor husband' has 


already settled three liquor cases, In 
which complaints have been brought 
against" him. 


A'few days.after Pringle made (lie 


seizure at the.Isles of Shoals, he ap- 
peared at.the Falmoutli and searched 
it from top to bottom, hoping to find 
intoxicating liquors, but failing to do 
so, according to the 
clerk's .state- 


ment, he said he was sorry ho had 
failed to locate any liquors and hoped 
to meet with better success the next 
time.
